Welfare and Home-finding work (in Minnesota, North Dakota, Wisconsin, South 
Dakota, Illinois and Iowa), 3 Homes of Mercy, etc., must have $151,507.54 by 
January 31, 1941? Only $96,660.24 had come in for this activity on Dec. 30th. 

Do you know that $80,804.02 of the 1940 budget is needed for the retired and 
needy pastors and pastors’ widows? $46,412.48 had come in for Pensions on Dec. 30th. 

Nothing less than an intensified effort on the part of every congregation that 
is short—an active participation by every mcmber and every organization—during 
this last month of the fiscal year v.ill bring in the balance. Last year 720 congre- 
gations contributed more than their apportionment. We hope, this number will be 
increased for the 1940 work. 

God has been generous to us. Should not we who are so fortunately situated 
in this suffering world show our gratitude to God by fulfilling our promises to our 
workers and missionaries at home and abroad for the extension of His Kingdom?

ed this camp, reports that the men are 
well taken care of as to physical needs and 
health. At the request of our church the 
British and Foreign Bible Society provided 
all these men with Testaments in Norwe¬ 
gian. Our church sent them 500 copies 
of “Jul i Vesterheimen” for Christmas. Ef- 
forts are now being made to collect a lib- 
rary of appropriate Norwegian books for 
them. 

By agreement with the Norwegian Sea- 
man’s Mission an arrangement has been 
made whereby their pastor in Montreal 
spends the whole year there instead of only 
six months, during the shipping season, 
as before. Half of his salary is paid by 
our church. Thus we have Norwegian 
Lutheran Church work at Montreal all the 
year around; and the pastor also represents 
our church there. 

At Halifax and Lunenburg, N. S., there 
are camps of Norwegian sailors and whal- 
ers, engaged in Naval patrcl, and in the 
dangerous convoy duty. These camps, as 
well as the one at Toronto, are regularly 
visited by the pastor in Montreal, and Ser¬ 
vices are conducted every two weeks. 

Many of our church p;ople want to re- 
member these men. Knitted articles, such 
as sweaters, scarfs, socks and mittens are 
not only of use and comfort, but they are 
a definite encouragement to these men who 
are in the great struggle for liberty. 

Those who wish to send gifts to the air- 
men should communicate with Mrs. Riiser 
Larsen, Royal Norwegian Air Force, Little 
Norway, Toronto. Information should be 
obtained from her as to the kind of ar¬ 
ticles needed, and the quality of wool to 
be used, etc. Mrs. Larsen is willing to re- 
ceive the contributions and to supervise the 
distribution. 

Contributions for the sailors should be 
sent to Rev. Berge Overland, Norwegian 
Seaman’s Mission, 408 James St. W., Mon¬ 
treal. 

I would especially recommend the sailors 
to the kind remembrance of our church 
people. Their life at present is a hard one. 
They are engaged in a dangerous task from 
which many of them never return. And 
they are perhaps less likely to be remem- 
bered than others. Most of these soldiers, 
sailors and airmen are reared in the Nor¬ 
wegian Lutheran Church in Norway. It 
may help to build up faith and hope when 
they see that the people of the Norwegian 


Lutheran Church of Canada have not for- 
gotten them.

Obituary 

Death came with unexpected sud- 
denness to Pastor Robert O. Thorpe, 
Watson, Sask., Friday, Nov. 29, 1940, 
as the result of a heart attack. 
About two years ago, while on a trip 
to one of his distant congregations, 
he had suffered an impairment of hia 
heart while trying to get his auto¬ 
mobile out of the deep snow. Since 
then he had had two or three less 
serious attacks. The final one lasted 
only a few moments. 

Robert O. Thorpe was bom Dec. 1, 
1881, at Brandval, Solor, Norway, of 
Ole Thorpe and Karoline E. (Iver- 
son). After eoming to America he at» 


tended Chicago Theological Sémin- 
ary, Northwestern University, Evans 
ton, Ill., and Luther Seminary, St. 
Paul, Minn., being graduated from 
the latter institution in 1910. 

He was ordaired to the holy mi¬ 
nistry in 1910, and served as pastor 
at Portland, Ore., 1910—1912; 
Marshfield, Ore., 1912—1918; Bu- 
chanan, Sask., Canada, 1918—1927; 
and Watson, Sask., 1927 unt il his 
death. 

In 1912 he was united in marriage 
to Gurine Olsen of Portland, Oregon, 
who survives him. 

Funeral Services were conducted 
Sunday afternoon, Dec. 1, by Dr. J. 
R. Lavik, Saskatoon, Sask., assisted 
by Rev. Peter Nelson, Naicam, Sask. 
letter of sympathy and appreciation 
from Dr. Iver Iverson, President of 
the Norwegian Lutheran Church of 
Canada, was read at the service. In- 
terment was made at the Watson 
cemetery. 

That Pastor Thorpe’s thirteen 
years of service in the Watson field 
had been deeply appreciated, not on¬ 
ly by the members of his congrega¬ 
tions but by the entire community, 
was clearly ir evidence at the funeral 
Services. Though the weather was 
rather severe the large hall in which 
the Services were held, because none 
of the churches in town was large 
enough for the occassion, was filled 
to overflowing. The floral tributes 
were under the circumstarces sur- 
prisingly many and fine. 

Consistent with a wish which 
Pastor Thorpe had often expressed, 
very little was sa ; d about him at the 
funeral Services, but the time was 
devoted to speakirg about his Savior 
and the hope of eternal life which 
Christian faith possesses.
